American Telephone Com- 
pany Is Now Engaged on 
Great Work of Laying the 
Wires to Washington.

Memorial Continental hall, the national home of the society, 
recently completed in Washington. 


Will Be the Longest Under 
the Surface Line in World | 
and Have Many Remark- 
able Features. 


The American Telephone Company is 
installing an underground telephone cable 
between Philadelphia and Washington, 
and which will later be extended to con- 
nect Boston also with the national cap- 
ital. 

This will be the longest underground 
telephone line in the world, and was un-' 
dertaken by the Bell management to pre- 
vent Washington from being cut off by 
storms from telephone and_ telegraph 
communication, as it was at the time of 
President Taft’s inauguration. 

From an engineering standpoint, this 
cable is something entirely new both in 
telephone and telegraph construction. 
The section which is now being installed 
and is expected to be ready for opera- 
tion next fall is 135 miles long and 
will pass through Wilmington and Bal- 
timore. It will connect with the under- 
ground system already being operated 
between New York and Philadelphia, the 
last section of the conduit between Wil- 
mington and Washington being very 
nearly completed. 

While outside this cable will look 
like any ordinary lead covered 2'/-inch 
cable, it is radically different from any- 
thing hitherto installed. It will contain 
larger wires than are ordinarily used 
in’ cables, which will be arranged so 
that from eacl two pairs of large gauge 
wire it will be possible to obtain simul- 
taneously three complete telephone and 


eight complete telegraph circuits. There 
‘will also be wires of smaller gauge for 
use between intermediate cities. All told, 
148 wires arranged in 74 pairs and cap-! 
abe of giving 99 telephone and 296 tele- | 
giiph eommunications simultaneously | 
ai2 contained within the 2 9-16-inch | 
lend pipe which forms the protective | 
ecating of the cable. 

There will be about 1500 reels of this | 
cable and a total weight of nearly 3000 
‘tons, and its shipment will require the | 
use of about. 120 fweight cars. The 
cables will come in pieces: averaging 500 
feet in length, and when drawn into the 
underground duct will have to be splicéd 
- 1500 times so that more than 250,000 
’ wire joints must be made.

“The export of sheep, wool and woolen 
varns from England to the colony was 
prohibited in 1665, and an export duty 
levied on woolen cloth, and commerce 
between the American colonies had been 
forbidden at an earlier day. 

“The first measure which attempted to 
provide a remedy was the act of May 13, 
1640, which introduces provisions for in- 
dustrial statistics and industrial educa- 
tion, and indicates that somebody had 
been thinking wisely and concluded that 
the time for action had arrived. 

This was followed by the act of Oct. 
7, 1640, giving a bounty of 25 per cent 
for textile manufactures. 

The bounty act was repealed eight 
months later, but June 14, 1642, an 
act was passed decreeing that “in every 
town” measures should be taken, under 
proper supervision, for overcoming the 
shortage of raw material and of cloth.

Insurrectos evacuate Agua Prieta, leaving 
if to the federal troops and relieving the 
sitnation at Douglas, <Ariz., where seven 
Americans were shot the day before. 

The White house announces that Mexico 
has given the United States assurances of 
‘a denite restrictive policy on the bor- 
der.”’ 

Senator Cullom, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, says on coming 
from an interview with President Taft, 
that the Senate will not act except upon 
a special message from the President. 
The President has said he would send 
no message to Congress on the Mexican 
situation. 

A bill ealling for a general election 
which is demanded by the insurrectos will 
be presented to the Mexican Congress to- 
night, together with peace proposals from 
President Diaz, it is reported. 

Senator Stone asks that a_e resolution 
be reported authorizing the President to 
send troops into Mexico. 

An advancing force of rebels is threaten- 
ing Juarez, across the line from El Paso, 
Tex.. and desultory firing has already 
begun. 


W ASHINGTON—Evacuation of Agua 
Prieta, Mex., by the insurrectos and as- 
surances from the Diaz government that 
there shall be no repetition of fighting 
so close to the border as on Monday, 
when.seven Americans were wounded in 
Douglas, Ariz., seem to have relieved the 
situation and solved a puzzling proposi- 
tion with which the administration had 
been brought face to face. 

Confirmation of the reports of the 
evacuation of Agua Prieta by the Mexi- 
can insurrectos was received at the war 
department this afternoon in the follow- 
ing telegrams, the first being from E. P. 
Grindell of the Red Cross: i 

“Insurgents evacuated Agua Prieta dur- 
ing night. Federals now in charge and state 
Red Cross are not needed. Nurses ord- 
ered here not required. Have 10 patients 
now in care.” 

The second telegram was from Colonel 
Shunk. in command at Douglas, and read 
as follows: | 

“Insurgents evacuated Agua Prieta 
during night. Federals in charge. Colonel 
Garcia, commander-in-chief of the in- 
surgents, surrendered to us and we hold 
him subject to instructions. A small 
number of others surrendered; exact 
number not known at present.” 

The President held numerous confer- 
ences over the Mexican situation but said 
that he would send no special message 
to Congress on the subject.

‘one vear after the ratification of this 
treaty our Canadian exports grew from 
twenty-four millions of dol- 
lars, and the treaty was finally abro- 
gated not through any failure of its 
advantages but as a result of political 
conditions in no wav connected with its 
| guccess as an eeonomic measure. 

“We do not claim that this measure 
is complete in its provisions but be- 
lieve it to be a step in the right direc- 
tion and that as such it should receive 
the hearty support of members from 
beth sides of the House. The failure of 
the tariff of 1909 rather than its sue- 
cess warrants the change. 

“Canada is. in proportion to her 
population, the best market for our 
products and her purchases from this 
country of $223,521,809 ate& over, twice 
what she purchases from Great Britain 
and compose half of the entire exports 
'of the Dominion, Her exports to us 
amount to $104,199,675 as against ‘ex- 
ports of $139,482,945 which she sends 
to England, Hence, while supplying half 
her imports, we purchase from her only 
37.3 per cent of her exports. 

“Our exports to the German empire 
are but $258,000,000, or but little in ex- 
cess of those to Canada. Without the 
item of cotton they amount to $120,- 
000,000. Enormous as is this trade with 
Canada, were the artificial barriers of 
the tariff removed it would undoubtedly 
greatly increase, as Canada would then 
turn away many of her farm products 
into this country and add in return to 
the importations of our articles. 

“Since reciprocity was unwisely ter- 
minated in 1866 Canada’s exports to 
England have increased 527 per cent, but 
her exports to this‘country only 62 per 
eent, Here at a glance is the result of 
high protection—an invisible, unnatural, 
political border line made nearly nine 
times as obstructive to commerce as 
2000 miles of salt water.

The latest development in the Boston | 


street lighting situation comes with a 
statement today by E. N. Wrightington, 
second vice- president of the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company, which furnishes 
gas to the Rising Sun Company, which 
has the city lighting contract, in reply to 
criticism of his company that it has 
not taken a proper part in competitive 
bidding for the municipal lighting con- 
tract. and is an attempt to show that 
the dealings with the Rising Sun Com- 
pany have resulted in a saving to the 
city and contain the promise of greater 
saving in the future. 

Mr. Wrightington says

It should also 
be remembered that the city will get the 
benefits of any reductions in the price of 
gas during the contract period.

AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
OF INO TRUGTION WILL 
MEET AT PROVIDENCE 


PROVIDENCE, I.—Plans for the 
eightieth annual conference of the Am- 
erican Institute of Instruction, which is 
to be held in this city in June, are 
progressing rapidly. ‘This institute 
the oldest association of teachers in Am- 
erica, and although its name suggests 
a national organization, it is distinctly 
a New England body. 

Walter FE. Ranger, state commissjoner 
of public schools, head of the local com- 
mittee of arrangements, has received the 
following letter explaining the conven- 
tion from Payson Smith of Augusta, 
Me., president of the association: 

“The American Institute of Instruc- 
tion, the oldest association of teachers 
in America, has been and jis a distinctly 
New England organization. 

“It is the only New England educa- 
tional organization that covers all phases 
of educational work, including the fields 
of college, secondary and elementary edu- 
cation, and all phases of administration 
in these several fields. It is practically 
the only medium through which these 
several fields can be brought in touch 
with one another. 

“Other sections of the country have 
their general educational conferences 
which are exerting influence on the edu- 
cational -progress of the states they 
cover. The unity of New England is 
being emphasized along these lines. 

“The educational interests are not less 
important than industrial and other in- 
terests. The office of the American In- 
stitute of Instruction is to provide an- 
nually a New England conference of 
education. Every state, every section 
and every department of school work is 
to be represented in its program this 
year. 

“The educational bodies of Providence 
and of Rhode Island have united to 
extend a cordial invitation to the in- 
stitute for the annual meeting in 1911. 
The invitation has been accepted and 
all indications point to a large attend- 
ance. The program will center about 
the specific educational problems of New 
England.”

JAPAN'S FRIENDSHIP 
TOWARD AMERICA Io 
AFFIRMED AT TOKIO 


TOKIO—At the dinner given by Count 
Komura Monday to Mr. O’Brien, United 
States ambassador, and the staff of the 
American embassy in celebration of the 
conclusion of the new Japanese-American 
commercial treaty, Marquis Katsura, the 
prime minister and his cabinet were pres- 
ent. 

In offering a toast to President Taft 


| Count Komura said that sincere friend- 


ship had “built a foundation which can- 
not be shaken by a campaign of false- 
hood and misrepresentation which is be- 
ing prosecuted with an ingenuity worthy 
of a better cause.

“This treaty gives added proof of the 
solidity of the relations between Jap- 
anese and the United States, and owes 
its existence largely to the active interes, 
and wise statesmanship of President 
Taft,” concluded Count Komura. 

Mr. O’Brien in offering a toast to the 
emperor, agreed that “kindly and sympa- 
thetic relations,” as described by the for- 
eign minister, existed and added: 

“It may be necessary to continue to 
deny falsehoods and discourage unwar- 
ranted and unworthy suspicions; but no 
sincere friend of mankind and patriotic 
citizen of. either, country should shrink 
from the task of silencing evil minded 
speakers and writers, and of convincing 
the last doubter that the two nations are 
destined to continue in accord and har- 
mony. 

“While President Taft richly deserves 
the encomium pronounced by the foreign 
minister, we must not forget that the 
emperor always accorded his assistance, 
interest and sympathy.”

This caused a general fight, for the 
Beni Ouarrain and Deni Mtir tribesmen 
attacked the city-from the south. The 
artillery proved too strong for them, 
however,-and they retired. 

The attacks caused panic among the 
citizens, and Captain Bremond, on being 
informed of the situation, struck camp 
and advanced with the Sultan’s army 
toward the city. 

His force had been stationed some dis- 
tance from the walls of the town and 
the Cherada tribe oifered sonie opposition 
to its return. The tribesmen’ were 
brushed aside without difliculty, however. 

[The present Sultan, Mulai Abdul 
Hafid, assumed power in August, 1908, 
and was recognized by the powers in 
January, 1909. The army consists of 
about 20,000 men, one half of whom are 
negroes, and a kind of militia totaling 
about 80,000 men. In addition there is 
the body guard of the Sultan. Although 
Morocco is an absolute monarchy, there 
are strong semi-independent tribes, ruled 
by their own chiefs and barely ackuowl- 
edging the authority of the Sultan. The 
tribes mentioned as revolting 2re proba- 
bly a section of these. Fez, the seat of 
government, lias 120,000 inhabitants. It 
was recently reported to be ringed in by 
rebels and likely to fall, but later news 
showed that the city was not in immedi- 
ate danger. Reports of possible friction 
between Spain and France in regard to 
Morocco have also been made.] 


PITTSBURG COAL 
FIRM- TO BUILD 
$1,000,000 PLANT 


PITTSBURG — Improvements costing 
more than $100,000 are being planned by 
the Cleveland & Pittsburg'Coal Company 
and before the summer comes the com- 


pany will have the construction of an 
immense unloading plant, offices, vards 
and stables on a site purchased at Lake- 
side ,avenue and East Thirty-eighth 
street. When completed the coal com- 
pany will move its headquarters from 
the present location at Euclid avenue and 
East Fifty-fifth street to the new siie 
and will have one of the largest coal 
dealing plants in the state. 

The Standard Oil Company, also, will 
work immediately on improve- 
ments, the cost of which is not an- 
nounced, but which probably will run 
more than $100,000. 

The Standard will build a huge fae- 
tory for the manufacture of tin cans, 
to be located near its No. 1 works on 
Broadway, Southeast. The can plant 
will consist-of two buildings, each 70 by 
308 feet. Officials believe it will be in 
operation by the end of the coming sum- 
mer.

Now ADAYS the cuffs of a blouse are 
no, small matter in the general 
planning of a garment. They are little 
things, but in them lies the making or 
marring. ° 
Nearly all blouses have yokes and 
cuffs of material different from that

reason is not hard to, find. This idea 
gives opportunity for’ two or three 
guimpes of different lace or net, insur- 
ing a pleasing variety and necessary 
cleanliness. If the guimpe be not separ- 
ate, it at least is washable in any of the 
various home cleansers. 

But at any rate the cuffs, or more 
properly speaking the subcuffs, are de- 
serving of your attention.

Sales increased in number and al- 
though small in point of size compared 
to what they are during normal market 
conditions, yet the aggregate made the 
week’s figures show a gain. 

Hemlock sole leather was the chief 
factor and a feeling of satisfaction was 
expressed by the dealers. Cable orders 
for the week were up to the average, 
and in amount ran from 1000 to 6000 
sides. It was stated that warehouse 
stocks are not large. ‘The liberal buy- 
ing in January with a reported curtail- 
ment of output have combined to keep 
the reserve to a moderate amount. \ 


Union sole leather is moving with more 


freedom, and is feeling the call for shoes 
requiring this stock. Sole cutters have 
been in the market lately and their pur- 
chases run well into lots of over 3,000 
backs. 

Oak sole is about all placed before it 
leaves the tannery, and as the production 
has not been increased since the tanners 
ordered a partial shutdown, the visible 
stock on hand can hardly be called a sur- 
plus.

CALGARY, Alta.—City debentures for 
upwards of $2,000,000 are about to be 
placed on the market to provide for the 
enormous improvements made necessary 
by the city’s rapid growth, and which 
will be under way this year. This will 
be the largest plan of improvements yet 
undertaken by the city, and even then 
ls only a beginning towards mecting 
existing requirements. 

EDMONTON, Alta.—In consequence of 
the -increasing demand for telephone 
service between the larger cities, the 
government this season will construct a 
new long distance line between this city 
and Calagary and Lethbridge. The line 
will be for the exclusive use of these 
cities, which will insure a more prompt 
and satisfactory service than is possible 
under the present system, 

The city council has accepted the offer 
to bring a quantity of asphaltum from 
Fort McMurray, in the Peace _ river 
country, in order to test‘its suitability 
for street paving. 

The almost unlimited supply of 
asphalt on the Athabasca river has long 
been known, but the distance from 
transportation facilities has heretofore 
rendered it unavailable. The proposed 
test, therefore, will be watched with in- 
terest. If successful it will serve to 
stimulate railway construction, on ac- 
count of the increasing demand for that 
mineral in the western cities. 


GRIMSBY MARKET 
CANNOT HOLD ALL 
THE FISH HARVEST 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON—Grimsby, which is one of 
the great fishing centers of England, has 
a market which has been extended until 
it has reached the enormous proportions 
of one mile in length. This, however, 
has proved inadequate to provide accom- 
modation for the enormous loads of fish 
which have been landed from the trawl- 
ers lately. 

In three days it was estimated that 
no less than 3,000 tons have been deliv- 
ered at Grimsby. Many of the ships 
have been obliged to hold over their 
cargoes until there is room in the mar- 
ket to accommodate them. These abound- 
ing supplies are said to be the result 
of the work on the Icelandic and Faroese 
fishing grounds. 

No less than 12 trawlers landed from 
Tcelandic waters; 34 were North Sea 
trawlers and six came from the Faroe 
islands, all bringing in fish for the higher 
class markets. 

In spite of these enormous catches the 
merchants are generally doubtful 
whether the market will be amply sup- 
plied, as the vessels will not have time 
to visit the far north fisheries and re- 
turn before the end of Lent. They fore- 
cast a general increase in prices on the 
market.

every hitch in the negotiations has been over- 
come at last. The Peking government has 
agreed that British, French and German banking interests shall 
participate equally in the loan, and it is regarded as not improbable 
that an American financial adviser to China will be selected. In 
borrowing so large a sum of money, China is strongly influenced, 
of course, by the desirability of promoting the industrial advance- 
ment of Manchuria; but the matter of placing the Chinese nation 
as a whole on a first-class commercial basis has, no doubt, furnished 
a more impelling motive for currency reform that will facilitate 
business exchanges. 

Probably good results already have come from the edict 1ssued 
early last year, aiming to stop all minting of currency by the vice- 
roys in the different provinces independently of the central goy- 
ernment. Decimal coinage has resulted throughout the empire, so 
far as any law could make that system effective. But considerable 
time will elapse, presumably, before conditions growing out ot ages 
of loose methods of creating money are overcome, and the many 
varieties of dollars and taels—the measures of value—are properly 
unified. The edict dealing with coinage, however, was the first 
momentous step China had taken in the way of currency reform; now 
the issuance of fifty millions of dollars in bonds to the banks is in- 
tended to strengthen and to amplify the work already done, as well as 
to develop Manchuria. China some time ago undertook to abolish the 
extortionate likin tax, a toll charge levied by the provincial author- 
ities and also by the central government on goods shipped from 
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one part of the empire to another. Currency reform was seemingly 
an inevitable accompaniment of that action. 

In completing the work it has started, the Chinese government 
will have many details to work out, perhaps the greatest among 
them being that of perfecting its paper money and bringing it into 
more general use. One of the racial characteristics of the Chinese 
has been the tenacity with which they have clung to metal as their 
principal medium of exchange, although in their case it has been 
an almost constantly fluctuating and far from dependable measure 
of value. The expense of metallic currency and its weight have 
lessened its use ordinarily in the big domestic transactions of mod- 
ern times. Representative money and credit are used more and 
more extensively. This paper money problem is likely to be an 
important factor in Chinas currency, reform and one that mav 
figure largely in the development ot her domestic and foreign trade. 
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OFTENTIMES it is an intense relief to find 
that some man or woman of courage has 
punctured the fallacy that any one may 
attain fame and fortune by purchasing and 
using a ticket to the West. Many have tried 
the Pacific coast or middle states without 
success. In numerous instances non-success 
may have been due to lack of initiative, 
inadequacy of funds or general dissatisfac- 
tion with unfamiliar surroundings and con- 
ditions; but more frequently, it is probable, the easterner who fails 
to get ahead in the western city finds that 1n going there he jumped 
at a conclusion. 

People are as industrious in the West as they are in the last, 
and there is no royal road to a position in either section of the 
country.

comparisons show that at least one stream of immigration is diverg- 
ing from New York, Boston and other American ports, and flowing 
strongly to Halifax and St. John. No doubt the shorter passage 
between Europe and Canada has a bearing, and possibly there has 
heen a large entry to lands in the western United States by 
immigrants who landed at Canadian ports: but it would hardiy seem 
that facts and figures thoroughly warrant the explanation that the 
diversion of immigration is entirely one of landing ports and not 
of places of settlement. 

Moreover, there is something particularly worthy of notice 
in the fact that the standard of immigrants who have entered Can- 
ada in the last two yéars has been higher than ever before. They 
are mostly English-speaking people, the greater number of them 
coming from England, Ireland and Scotland. And many of these 
people are plentifully supplied with money. ‘This latter statement 
applies especially to the Scotch, one party of whom, including 
200 heads of families, brought $500,000 in all when they landed 
at Halifax recently. Any nation might be glad to welcome such 
thrifty men and their families, but the lure of Canada evidently 
attracts them more strongly than the promise in the great nation 
to her south. It 1s true that some steamship companies have acted 
already on the noticeable deflection of immigration from American 
ports, and have entered the Canadian service. ‘The fact that more 
than 100,000 persons have landed at Halifax and St. John since 
last November and that thousands more are said to be waiting in 
Iturope for steamers to bring them across furnished a strong busi- 
ness appeal. 

Immigration to the United States frequently has reached pro-. 
portions and taken on a complexion at times that aroused seriots 
thoughts of imposing more stringent entrance requirements.

The plant 
mmakes a splendid forage crep and often replaces corn as feed for 
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animals. 

In fact, the peanut no longer may be regarded as inconsequential 
or as having a name that properly designates a certain kind of politics 
that merits no praise. As its name really signifies, it is a combina- 
tion of the pea and the nut, belonging botanically to the bean family, 
but maturing under ground and tasting quite different from its 
leguminous brethren. Moreover, the peanut grows only in tropical or 
subtropical countries, while the pea and bean species spring up indus-. 
triously in the temperate zones. But the millions of peanuts grown 
in America are not the only ground nuts that contribute to the world’s 
supply. Africa, India, China and the Malayan archipelago are busily. 
raising ground nuts that have what are probably the same kind of 
reticulated shells. And there the plants are turned into fertilizer, 
too, as they have been in the United States. 

The principal commercial use of the peanut, however, has been in 
the manufacture of peanut oil. As a substitute for the costly olive 
oil, the liquid ‘made from the peanut will attain more success probably
